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ACKNOWLEDGMENTS 

1 . The Examiner acknowledges receipt of the amendment filed 1 /1 2/1 1 wherein 
claims 1 -18, 20, 22-31 , 33, and 34 were canceled; claims 19,21, and 32 were 
amended; and claims 35 was added. 

Note . Claims 19, 21 , 32, and 35 are pending. 
RESPONSE TO APPLICANT'S AMENDMENT/ARGUMENT 

2. The Applicant's arguments and/or amendment filed 1 /1 2/1 1 to the rejection of 
claims 1 9-22 made by the Examiner under 35 USC 1 03 and/or 1 1 2 have been fully 
considered and deemed persuasive for the reasons set forth below. 

Written Description Rejection 

The 1 12 first paragraph rejection is WITHDRAWN because Applicant amended 
the claims to overcome the rejection. 
1 12 Second Paragraph Rejections 

All outstanding 1 12 second paragraph rejections are WITHDRAWN because 
Applicant amended and/or canceled the claims in order to overcome the rejections. 
103 Rejection 

The 103 rejection is WITHDRAWN because Applicant amended the claims to 
overcome the rejection. 
NEW GROUNDS OF REJECTIONS 
1 12 First Paragraph Rejection (New Matter) 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
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art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 35 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. 

The claims were amended to disclose specific cell targeting conjugates set forth 
in newly added claim 35. However, review of the specification does not disclose the 
conjugates in the claims. If Applicant is in disagreement with the Examiner's position, it 
is respectfully requested that Applicant point to page(s) and line number(s) wherein 
support may be found. 

1 12 First Paragraph Rejection (Written Description) 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. Claims 19,21, 32, and 35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

Applicant is reminded that an Inventor is entitled to a patent to protect his work 
only if he/she produces or has possession of something truly new and novel. The 
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invention being claimed must be sufficiently concrete so that it can be described for the 
world to appreciate the specific nature of the work that sets it apart from what was 
before. The Inventor must be able to describe the item to be patented with such clarity 
that the Reader is assured that the Inventor actually has possession and knowledge of 
the unique composition that makes it worthy of patent protection. The instant 
application does not sufficiently describe the invention as it relates to the cell conjugates 
set forth in claim 35. In addition, the instant application does not sufficiently describe 
the invention as it relates to the tautomers of the cell conjugates encompassed by the 
instant invention. What the Reader gathers from the instant application is a 
desire/plan/first step for obtaining a desired result. While the Reader can certainly 
appreciate the desire for achieving a certain end result, establishing goals does not 
necessarily mean that an invention has been adequately described. 

While compliance with the written description requirements must be determined 
on a case-by-case basis, the real issue here is simply whether an adequate description 
is necessary to practice an invention described only in terms of its function and/or based 
on a disclosure wherein a description of the components necessary in order for the 
invention to function are lacking. In order to satisfy the written description requirement, 
the specification must describe every element of the claimed invention in sufficient detail 
so that one of ordinary skill in the art would recognize that the Inventor possessed the 
claimed invention at the time of filing. In other words, the specification should describe 
an invention and does so in sufficient detail that one skilled in the art can clearly 
conclude that the Inventor created what is the claimed. Thus, the written description 
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requirement is lacking in the instant invention since the various terms as set forth above 
are not described in a manner to clearly allow persons of ordinary skill in the art to 
recognize that Applicant invented what is being claimed. 
1 12 Second Paragraph Rejection 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Claims 1 9, 21 , 32, and 35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1 9, 21 , 32, and 35 : The claims as written are ambiguous because it is 
unclear what tautomers of the various cell conjugates Applicant is claiming that are 
compatible with the instant invention. 

Claim 35, lines 7 : Did Applicant intend to insert 'or' before the structure 
appearing in line 7. 

Claim 35, line 9 : The phrase 'I represents the gamma-emitting or positron- 
emitting moiety' is ambiguous because it is unclear if I in the structure is iodine or if it is 
a variable since Applicant has defined T as a gamma or positron emitting moiety. 
COMMENTS/NOTES 

9. It should be noted that no prior art has been cited against the instant invention. 
However, Applicant MUST address and overcome the rejections above. The claims are 
distinguished over the prior art of record because the prior art neither anticipate nor 
renders obvious the instant invention.
